Gas Impractioable. 

Several Irn by reports and considerable 
correaponderco relative to the use of 
splphur; dioxide fur the, desteuction of 
rats on shipbuard were aubmitred at to- 
day's meeting of the Sanitary Board. Dr 
W. Poarse M. 0. W. wrote that having read 
the reporta attached regarding exporiments 
with the Clayton appwralua be saw no 
remsun tw alter is previcusly exprosred 
opinion ns te its axclulness, Is, waa quite 
pesiblato render the ho'de cabins. avons, 
ete, of 4 ship rewonab'y sis tight with 
finte inwble. The Clayton gas Laing 
heavier than air night essi'y be retained 
at a Ligh porcentage for many boura 
uw whip. Tt did‘ nor follow however 
that this uethed waold be quite sue- 
cessfal indenting with Chinese houter.

The 
experiment alrexdy conducted on shipboard 
afforded no guidance owing to conditions 
being so different from those prevailing in 
a Chinore bouve. For thesa and other 
Teasona he considered that tho experiments 
mado by Professor Simpson furnished no 
evidence as to the general usofulness of the 
the Clayton mothod of cisinfection of 
Chinoso houses in the Colony. For the dige 
infection of ships he conridered tha method 
was a useful one but as pointed cat by 
De Haldanss considerable difference in the 
results might be expected t+ depend on 
whether tho disinfection was done befora 
or fron the diasharge of cargo.

Who Should Pay tho Salaries? 


A farther reply was received from the 
Governmont, at to-day’a meeting of the 
Sanitary Board, relative to’ the Board’s 
recommendations in connection with noxt 
year'a estimates. The Colonial Secretary 
acknowledged the roccipt of the two rc- 
avlutions adopted by the Board. With 
regard to the firat of theso |be was 
directed to point out that it was not 
possible ta divide tho salaries of the 
Sanitary Departinent officers between 
the Sanitary and Public Worka depart 
ments ao as to pmporly represent the 
work they did for each department, but if 
the Buard recommended that an additional 
allowance, chatgeabla to the Public Worke’ 
estimates, should be given to those officers 
for the work for-that department contem- 
poraneovsly with the dischargo of thoir 
sanitary duties, so an to follow the practice 
in the analogons caso of the police officers 
referred to in the Board's resolution, 


7 | such a recommendation wou'd be consider: 


ed, With regard to the second resvlution 
Ilia Excellency had decided, in the absence 
of any resaone given by the Board to tho 
contrary and in view of the strong opinion 
expressed in the Legislative Council in 
favour of a reduction of the Sanitary 
Department's ostimate, that the unnocer- 
sary inflation uf these estimates by the 
insertion in them of provision for district 
hospitals rhould be omitted, such provision 
{amounting to last year $8872) not having 
been made use of in the past and, owing to 
the dislike of Chinese of going to Govem- 
ment plague hospitals, not likely to be re- 
quired in the future.

THE MOON’s ECLIPSE. 


Superstitions ( hinege. 

Tt isa matter of little wonder that the 
Chinese are seized with fits of superstitions 
awe when the dark’ shadow of the earth is 
east on the face of the moon. 

Probably few persons can suppress a 
thrill of awesome fear at the moment of 
an eclipse. The spectacle of that dirk 
and silent shadow thrown through an 
infinitude of space brings home to any ono 
asense of the great and awful wonders of 
the univers. To the lower classes of 
Chinese, souked in ignorant superstition 
and to whom the worship of the moon isa 
stered duty, the durkening of tts face mit 
be regardet as thé evil aud malignant 
action of bad spirits. 

On Satunlay night last this was well 
exetnplitied a Aberdeen amongst the junk 
and boating population, When, at the time 
those people expected the moan te rise a 
dive of silvery tight, there was an interval of 
blacknéss terrible wails and lamentations 
rent the nir, They believed the moon hind 
gone out. Nor when its silvory edge appear! 
ed was the excitement lessened, 

On the other land yells of terror rent 
the air. The weird blasts of horns hlown 
by the junk people signalled one to the 
other to olverve the curious spectacle of 
the moon. Curious, indeed, it, was: A 
heavy black cloud with edges silvered by 
the light of the rising moon formed into 
the shape of an enormous dog, Ax the 
moon gained und the dog shaped cloud, 
drove at its free the terror of the Chinese 
reached such « point as to cause alarm to 
the Europeans of the district. 

The Chinese shricked that a dog was 
cating the moon and, believing an end of 
all things would como if it was not stopped, 
their yellvas they rushed for fire arms to 
shoot. at it were indescribable.

SOUL-STIRRING. 

It is ost soul-stirring to lear the ditfer- 
ent cries which are now being raised by the 
spirited enthusiasts in favour of national 
independenco, Greece for the Greeks ; 
Ircland for the Irish—-at least, for some of 
the Irish ; China for the Japs—no, for tho 
Chinese ; Hindustan for the Hindus ; Hun- 
gary for the Huns—no for the Magyars ; 
Poland for the Poles—no Jews and Rus- 
sians ; America for the Germans ; England 
for every sort of undesirable alien under the 
sun ; and now Penang for the Penangites, 
sonething like it. Let us quote the Pinang 
Quzette :— 

When Penang comes forward—as we 
hopo it will very soon—and approaches the 
Home Government with a request for a 
charter as « separate Crown Colony, it sill 
be necossary ta sitbstantiate our case with 
fignres showing exactly how we have heen 
treated’ in the past. “ Of which figures it 
will not be ditlicult to present a formidable 
array, and thoy are already in a large mea- 
sure extant iv a hook published some years 
ago by Mr McLarty entitled ‘Tho Athirs 
of the Colony," Wo, have to-duy selected 
a few figures nt rmdom and they go far to 
show what an overwhelming case for cqw- 
plete nutonoty this Settlement enn lie 
These figures aro all taken from 
publications, and our deductions and 
evleulations are laxed on the last census of 
tho Colony giving Penang a population of 
nhout 250,000, and Singapore 230,000. 

» Wedo not think we necd trouble our 
readers with the rest of the urmy. We 
sliall simply deal with the populations’ of 
the two Settlements and leave all tho 
deductions drawn by our contemporary to 
the limbo for such figare. In 189], 
Singapore had 184,654 inhabitants, and 


Penang (with the -Province ‘ond the 
Dindingy) hind 235,618. In 1901, Singapore 
had 208,665, and Penang (with &e.,) Ind 
258,207. Now, if our contomporary will 
don small sum in arithmetic with us, he 
will find that in the ten years montioned 
Singapore’s increase was 43,000, and 
Pening’s . under 23,000. It may ° be 
therefore ussumed thut, at the prescut 
moment, the: populations of tho two 
Settlements are about equal, and that 
in 1911, Singapore will take the fend, 
and become more absolutely tho capital of 
British’ Malaya, a position which, as the 
grent railway temninus of Suuthera Asin, 
she is never likely to be called apon to 
resign. Any deductions that are based on 
the statistios of population and do not 
concede this point must needs: fall to the 
ground, and us ur -contemporny’s 
deductions would scem to have population 
as their basis, wo consider fart! her con- 
templation of the matter unnecessary. If 
Penang és to bo fot the Penunyites, that i is, 
if Penang is to become a Crown Colony i in 
herself, she must leave the population 
alone, for that will not support her view of
